A  SOUND  rilKNOXKXOX. 

When  two  train.,  going  in  an  eppo-u.e 
direction  at  a  mpkl  rate,  uivel  each  utinx 
with  the  engine  bells  r.ngiug  or  whOtke  , 
blowing,  a  pi— (D  in  one  train  notice*  a 
marked  variation  in  t%*  ton*  of  the  bell  or  | 
whistle  of  the  other  tretu.  Wbra  the 
sound  first  strikes  the  ear.  the  p^cb  is  at  its 
highest.  Gradually  it  goes  down,  as  Lii*  ^ 
train  dashes  jmst,  and  the  lowem  pitch  is 
reached  when  the  last  note  falls  to  the  ear. 
Why  is  this?” 

The  question  was  propounded  to  an  en¬ 
gineer  the  other  day  by  an  individual  thirst¬ 
ing  for  information. 

•  “The  question  ig  simple  enough, "  was 
the  reply.  **  To  start  with,  it  is  an  axiom 
which  needs  no  proving  that  the  pitch  of  the 
sound  depends  on  its  number  of  vibrations. 
Thus,  while  forty  vibrations  n  second  pro¬ 
duce  the  lowest  sound,  forty  thousand 
a  second  produced  the  highest  Pitch 
rises  with  an  iucrcass  of  the  number  of  vi¬ 
brations. 

“A  certain  uumber  of  vibration*  are 
emitted  by  the'  bell  or  whistle  during  the 
time  the  train  is  running  a  certain  dutauce 
— any  s  quarter  of  a  mile.  Suppose  rath 
train  runs  this  distance  in  half  a  minute. 
Then,  os  (he  one  train  approaches  that  in 
which  the  listening  passenger  is  seated,  all 
the  vibrations  emitted  during  the  half  min¬ 
ute  will  strike  the  ear  in  Iras  than  half  h 
minute,  supposing,  of  course,  that  they  nan 
be  heard  over  so  great  a  distance.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  first  will  not  l>« 
beard  until  more  than  two  seconds  after  it 
has  been  omitted,  as  the  sound  will  hhve  to 
travel  half  a  mile,  while  the  lost  will  be  heard 
the  instant  it  is  emitted,  because  the  sagin* 
will  then  be  within  a  few  feet  of  the  ear. 
Thus  thirty  seconds'  vibration  will  bo  heard 
in  twfcity-oighl  seconds.  When  the  trains 
are  receding  from  each  other  the  vibrations 
emitted  during  the  half  minute  will  take 
rather  mors  than  thirty-two  seconds  to 
reach  the  ear,  as  that  einittod  when  Dm 
train  is  half  a  mile  off  will  have  to  travsl  to 
the  ear." 

“  Can  yon  illustrate  this  to  make  it  plain¬ 
er  ?  "  tho  engineer  was  lukod. 

“  Certainly  1  can.  K appose  s  man  with  a 
robber  hose  stands  ten  yards  from  s  tab. 
The  capacity  of  his  Lowe  enables  him  to 
xquirt  a  pint  of  water  per  second  into  that 
tnb.  But  if,  during,  eay  five  seconds,  ha 
walks  up  to  the  tub,  alt  the  while  allowing 
Jii*  hose  to  pour  water  into  U,  there  will  be 
more  than  five  pints  of  water  as  the  result 
of  that  five  aecouiU'  work.  There  will  be 
five  times  plus  the  quantity  contained  in  the 
stream  which  would  have  fallen  to  the 
ground  if  he  had  stood  still,  and  at  the  sad 
of  five  seconds  turned  the  sock,  shutting  off 
the  stream.  By  the  approach  of  the  whietle 
or  bell  of  an  engine  a  greater  number  of  vi¬ 
bration*  meet  I  lie  ear  In  a  glren  time,  just 
as  a  greater  quantity  of  water  reaches  the 
tub  from  the  hose  by  the  approach  of  the 
uoEzle.  And,  accepting  as  correct  the  axiom 
that  the  greater  number  of  vibrations  tbs 
higher  the  pitch,  U  will  be  seen  that  when 
the  trains  approach  the  ear  gate  mors  then 
its  due  share  of  vibreiion*  per  second, 
aud  when  they  recede  it  get*  less  then  its 
share."
